Election/Restrictions 

Independent claim 41 is allowable. The restriction requirement as set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 9/1/2006, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. Claims 51, 54, 57, and 60, directed to species restriction 
requirement are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires 
all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The examiner has found that Applicant's Remarks presented on the 9/2/2009, 
along with the other remarks presented throughout the prosecution history of the instant 
application, to be persuasive. 

The examiner further notes the following cited novel limitations (noted below) 
along in conjunction with the other limitations recited within the claim were not 
found in a reasonable number of references and therefore a person having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made would have not been motivated to combine 
the missing features amongst multiple references, therefore the examiner notes claims 
41-51, 53, 54, 57, 60-62, and 64-66 are allowed 

Claims 41 and 65 (The examiner notes the novel limitations of Claim 41 are reproduced 
below and further the examiner notes similar rationale can be applied for the limitations 
found in 61): 

receiving and storing, witli tlie central processing computer, information 
regarding an available ticket for a portion of an event wliicli remains after a start of tiie 
event and before a completion or a conclusion of tlie event eitlier prior to a start or a 
completion or a conclusion of tlie event or wlien tlie first individual or e tlie tiiird 
individual is leaving a venue of tlie event or leaving the event during the event and prior 
to a completion or a conclusion of the event, wherein the first individual or the third 
individual initiates or establishes a communication link with the central processing 
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computer usinq a first communication device, and furtlier wlierein tlie information 
regarding an available ticket for a portion of an event is transmitted from e tlie first 
communication device and is received by tlie central processing computer after tlie 
communication link is initiated or establislied; 

processing, witli tlie central processing computer, tlie information regarding a 
ticket request or a ticket option request for at least one of a ticket for a portion of an 
event wliicli remains after a start of tlie event and before a completion or a conclusion 
of tlie event and a ticket option for a portion of an event wliicli remains after a start of 
tlie event and before a completion or a conclusion of tlie event. . . 

generating, witli tlie central processing computer, at least one of a ticket 
availability message and a ticket option availability message. . . 

. . . transmitting, from tlie central processing computer, tlie at least one of a ticket 
availability message and a ticket option availability message to a second 
communication device associated witli or used by tlie second individual or a fourth 
individual. . .
